Last evoning Med A. P. Wildor, Consul- 
Genoral for the United States, addressed 
the membeis of the Odd Volunjgg Socicty, 
telling them of his Tecont tous'ih China: 
His remarks were followed by ‘n large 
winny ladios—with 
grent interest, and altogether the address 


was an informative one to these who have |, 


not had experience of thy real China. 
Mr H. E. Pollock eecupicd tho chair, 
and in a few words introduced the Speaker, 
Me Wilder prefaced hia nddross 
with a few humorous remarks bearing 
on his» position in lecturing * old 
Chinn hands” and went on lo say:

A Full Account. 


(From Our Correspondent, ) 
Swarow, January 17. 


T have obtuined further particulars in 
regard to the wreck of {ho steamer 
‘Yikeang. It appears that aho struck at 
4.20 aan, on January’ 15 at a spot 
a quarter of a mile E. N. EK. of the 
Brothers. There wus a thick fog at the 
time. , 

The Yiksang was carrying a cargo of 
coal from Wakamatsu to Hongkong for 
Mossrs J: “dine, Matheson and Co. The 
ship foundered within half on hour of 
striking. 

The crew. embarked. in the ship's 
boats and proceeded to Tongsang Har- 
bour and thence, by Chinese craft, to 
Swatow. The Captain and his party 
arrived here last -evening and thie 
morning the Chief Officer and party 
turned up. in 

Chief Engineer Pinkerton and five 
Chinese were lost with the ship. It 
appears that Pinkerton refused to leave 
the vessel, although the hatches were 
blown off and the decks awash. Hardly 
had the Captain left the ship when she 
went down. The five Chinese were 
evidently looking ‘after their worldly 
possessions and also went down «ith 
the vessel, 

Captain Thomas was going Home on 
his arrival at’ Hongkong and helices e 
that Pinkerton also intended to leave for 
for Home next month. 

The survivors report that they wore 
treated well by the Chinese at ‘Jong- 
sban Harbour, and also by the native 
crafstmen ywho brought them here,
